W* believe the powers that be in racing are 
now awakened to a realization that they 
must insist upon enforcement of the rules 
against the use of drugs for the purpose of 
stimulating race horses, or for the opposite ef- 
fect. We believe that the activities of the Gov- 
ernment’s narcotic agents at Arlington Park and 
at other points have produced this awakening, 
and that the Arlington raids will prove a blessing 
in disguise, not only to the horses, which so rich- 
ly deserve protection from the ruthless malprac- 
tice of inconsiderate trainers and avaricious 
owners, but for the welfare of racing throughout 
America. 


At Saratoga last week we discussed this sub- 
ject with a number of influential men and women 
of the Turf. We found them generally praiseful 
of THE BLOOD-HORSE’S long-time crusade against 
the doping practice; regretful that heed had not 
been given to our repeated calls for action on the 
part of racing officials who had gone deaf, dumb 
and blind to the subject, and hopeful that ways 
and means for compliance with the nation’s nar- 
cotic laws and the rules of racing may be found 
without further unnecessary delay. 


The Jockey Club, however, was not as alert 
in the matter as, in the opinion of several quite 
keen minds, it should have been. We gathered 
the impression that The Jockey Club is not func- 
tioning concertedly. There is apparently neces- 
sary to be done some loose-end tying in that aris- 
tocratic organization. That may be accomplished 
upon the return of Joseph E. Widener from 
France. He is due next week-end. 

We think, after hearing expressions of opin- 
ions at Saratoga, that, to employ the parlence 
of the race course, The Jockey Club very likely 
overlooked a bet when it failed to take cog- 
nizance of the Government movement at Arling- 
ton Park by establishing at Saratoga, and giving 
orders for the establishment at each other track 
in New York State, a receiving barn for horses 
entered for racing. That is to say, a barn into 
which horses would be placed under proper sur- 
veillance one hour or so prior to the time ap- 
pointed for the start of the race. We believe 


doping practice stopped are in favor of the re- 
ceiving barn. 

We have heard expressions to the effect that 
the setting up of a receiving barn system might 
be distasteful, perhaps, to owners whose stables 
are free from the doping vice. No more so, we 
think, than the system under which jockeys are 
required to report early in proper condition to 
ride and to remain at the official jockey house 
until they have completed their rides for the 
day. No more so, we think, than the rule re- 
quiring entries to be made at an appointed time, 
or horses to be in the saddling paddock at an 
appointed time. Nothing that is designed to 
keep people generally honest and to maintain 
the public’s confidence should ever be obstructed 
by an honest man, however distasteful he may 
feel it to be. 

Some think the plan of having chemical analy- 
sis made of sweat or saliva, mopped into cotton, 
on orders from the stewards of racing, would be 
sufficiently effective. That is the plan in Eng- 
land, France and other countries where doping 
is the exception, rather than the rule, as in this 
country. It keeps trainers generally fearful, be- 
cause they have no way of knowing which horse 
or horses may be ordered into official hands for 
examination. There was a time, in the early 
stages of the drug-using practice (when cocaine, 
the most exciting and effective of narcotic stimu- 
lants, was more easily obtained than now) when 
horses were hopped with the sole idea of gaining 
an unfair advantage over other contestants in 
order to win a bet, or, as it was frequently ex- 
pressed, of “bringing off a big coup.” 

Nowadays, it seems, many trainers feel it nec- 
essary to hop horses in order to prevent loss of 
employment by being “shown up.” This, per- 
haps, needs a bit of explanation: Mr. A owns 
a stable of well-bred horses and is strictly anti- 
hop. Some of Mr. A’s horses are not good enough 
to win in fair company. They are put into claim- 
ing races. They are claimed by hop-using out- 
fits, and they win. Mr. A. reads in the news- 
papers how Kitty Gallop, Hippity Hip and Hoo- 
rah, after leaving his stable to go into the hands 
of this, that and the other trainer, ‘showed great 
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improvement.” Mr. A speaks to his trainer. 
In desperation, Mr. A’s trainer gets a “prescrip- 
tion” and joins the horse-hopping horde. 


If a receiving barn is established at each race 
course in this country, and the horses are put 
into it early enough before each race to make 
stimulation ineffective during the running, the 
practice will be effectually stamped out, and Mr. 
A and his trainer will be able to race their horses 
as sportsmen want horses to be raced. 


The country will profit by having better ani- 
mals from which to breed the nation’s horse 
stock, and the Turf will profit by freedom from 
the odium of the practice and the presence at 
the race courses of the incompetent, law- and 
rule-defying persons who have resorted to the 
hop-bottle as a base of effort and as support for 
the trainer’s license they unrightfully hold. 


We believe there should be concerted action on 
the part of The Jockey Club and the racing com- 
missions, in all states having such arms of gov- 
ernment of the Turf, toward a general clean-up 
in all directions, to the end that there may be 
complete restoration of confidence to those who 
support racing. 

The first duty of race track owners is to the 
public. The first duty of the owner, trainer and 
jockey is to give the public a “run for its 
money.” The first duty of racing officials is to 
see that racing is honest in all particulars. It 
can not be honest if crookedness is condoned in 
any department. 

Why delay the matter further? Why not begin 
NOW at every race track? 


FOUL RIDING. 


E have before us two reports from racing 

stewards to Turf governing bodies wherein 
use of the word “foul” appears to have been 
studiously avoided, however much it is the speci- 
fic word in the rules of racing. One report, cov- 
ering the period from June 24 to July 24, is from 
the stewards at meetings held at Dorval, King’s 
Park and Mount Royal, tracks in the vicinity of 
Montreal, to the Province of Quebec Racing As- 
sociation, Inc. There were 13 instances of foul 
riding covered in that report, the stewards ex- 
pressing it thus:

whip.

July 4—Jockey L. Laurin suspended, 60 days for 
rough riding.

July 4—Jockey C. Hanauer fined $25 for misuse 
of whip. 

July 4—Jockey W. Hilley suspended six days for 
rough riding. 

July 4—Jockey H. Lauch suspended six days for 
rough riding.

The other report is from the stewards at La- 
tonia to the Kentucky State Racing Commission 
and covers the period from June 24 to July 29, 
the duration of the recent meeting, whereat there 
were 14 offenses of foul riding mildly punished, 
as follows: 
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June 26—R. Martin, jockey, was suspended for five 
days for cutting across too sharply and 
impeding the field shortly after the rise 
of the barrier in the first race. 

June 27—R. Fischer, jockey, was suspended for five 
days for impeding Royal Sport during the 
stretch run in the seventh race. 

June 29—K. Horvath, jockey, was suspended for 
five days for impeding ‘“Skirl” at the 
Club House turn in the eighth race. 

4—S. Renick, jockey, was suspended for five 
days for impeding La Feria during the 
running of the sixth race. The Patrol 
Judge also reported that when R. Fischer 
on La Feria, appealed to Renick to desist. 
the latter replied in foul language and 
continued his rough tactics. 

4—G. Elston, jockey, suspended for five days 
for cutting across too sharply after the 
rise of the barrier in the eighth race. 

July 10—T. Reno, jockey, was suspended for five 
days for rough tactics while nearing the 
finish in the second race. 

July 11—J. Dupuy, jockey, suspended for five days 
for impeding ‘Whirling’ during’ the 
stretch run in the fifth race. ; 

July 12—J. Guerra, jockey, suspended for five days 
for rough tactics during the running of 
the fifth race. 

July 12—C. M. Colvin, suspended for five days for 
impeding “Simon” while passing the Club 
House turn, in the seventh race. 

July 13—J. Guerra, jockey, suspended yesterday 
for five days for rough tactics, was sus- 
pended for the remainder of the meeting 
for impeding “Leaflet” during the run- 
ning of the second race. 

July 17—J. Mayer, jockev, suspended for five days 
for impeding “Squall” during the running 
of the seventh race. 

July 18—H. W. Fisher, jockey, was suspended for 
five days for cutting across too sharply 
after rise of the barrier in the sixth race. 

July 26--C. Green, jockey, was suspended for the 
remainder of the meeting for rough tac- 
tics during the running of the first race 

July 27—W. Moran, jockey, suspended for five 
davs for cutting off “Baggage Miss" at 
Club House turn in the first race. 


The Kentucky rules of racing (the others are 
quite the same in this respect) recite: 


201. A leading horse is entitled to any part of 
the track, but if it swerve or is’ridden to either 
side so as to interfere with or impede another 
horse. it is a foul. and such horse shall be dis- 
qualified, whether the foul was wilful or the result 
of careless riding. and if the stewards believe it 
was intentional, they shall fine or suspend the 
guilty jockey. 

202. The. stewards must take cognizance of foul 
riding, whether complaint is made or not, and no 
complaint shall be received from any person ex- 
cept the jockey, trainer or owner interfered with. 


“Rough riding,” “grabbing bridle,” ‘misuse of 
whip,” as expressed in the Canadian report, 
means nothing more nor less than foul riding. 
Regardless of the fact that there were 13 in-

stances of foul riding, there was not one 
disqualification. 
The same is true of the Kentucky report 


wherein 14 instances of foul riding were ex- 
pressed as “cutting across too sharply,” “im- 
peding” and “rough tactics.” 

The stewards, both in Canada and in Ken- 
tucky, were decidedly lax in enforcement of the 
rules and entirely too lenient in fines and sus- 
pensions. 

A fine of $10 or suspension for five, 10, 20, 30, 
60 days for foul riding is not conducive to fair 
and clean racing. The jockeys have no regard 
for such punishment. This fact is to be noted in 
these very reports, thus: On July 4, W. Hilley 
was suspended for six days and on July 22 he 
was again suspended for 10 days. H. Lauch was 
suspended on July 4 for six days and then, on 


_ banishment from the Turf for its rider. 


July 15, he was set down for five days. On July 
12, J. Guerra was suspended for five days and 
the following day (the Kentucky rules permit a 
jockey to ride out his engagements for the day 
after suspension) he was put out of the saddle 
for the remainder of the meeting. 

If stewards in America would punish as they 
do in other countries, they would have little to 
report to the governing bodies concerning foul 
riding. In England, France, Australia, etc., foul 
riding brings disqualification for the horse and 
In the 
days of real sport that was true of this country 
also. In those days capable, courageous sports- 
men were in the officials’ stands. Then the 
Turf was not dominated by politicians and the 
tracks were not conducted by people who think 
more of dollars than they do of horses and the 
thrills of horse racing. 


CALIFORNIA. 


OMMENT coming from California is to the 

effect that Governor James Rolph, Jr., after 
having been influenced by William Randolph 
Hearst to veto the racing bill, and after having 
been publicly reproved at the polls for that ill- 
advised act, has appointed a horse racing board, 
the personnel of which appears entirely satisfac- 
tory to the best element of the Golden State’s 
racing minded people. 

That board has a fine opportunity to do 
a wholesome thing for racing in America. Its 
members should not be hasty to grant racing 
privileges. The board should be certain about 
persons and their purposes before acting upon 
applications. 

The history of racing in California should pre- 
sent to the board a picture of failure such 
as results from operation of race courses as dol- 
lar-gaining plants rather than as community en- 
terprises for sport, and with a view to the state’s 
pride in and support thereof. 

The story of operation of California race 
courses in the days of Oakland, Ingleside, old 
Tanforan, Arcadia and Ascot Park looms as 
ample argument against the setting up of rac- 
ing plants in this era. to be controlled by 
commercially-minded individuals rather than by 
groups with an eye singly to that sportsmanship 
which means the public’s sustained support and 
confidence. 

We believe Messrs. Burke, McNaughton, and 
Roth are men of the type who possess ideals for 
community and state betterment in all matters, 
including racing, and that they can not be easily 
persuaded away from those ideals. Therefore, 
we are hopeful that they will decline to grant 
permits for racing until they have been fully in- 
formed as to the personnel behind each enter- 
prise; until they have been definitely shown that 
the plant has been completely paid for; that suf- 
ficient money to guarantee the payment of 
stakes, purses and all contracted obligations is 
in evidence, and that they are satisfied that only 
racing of the highest type will be offered to Cali- 
fornia’s public. 

If such program is followed, racing, we believe, 
will endure for a long, long time in the principal 
state of the Pacific Coast. 
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ODDS AND ENDS

HE crowds at Saratoga during the first seven 
days were of only average size and in 
that space the meeting failed to produce any 
especially noteworthy development. Johnny Gil- 
bert, leading rider in 1932, obtained a lead on his 
rivals early in the session. Among the owners, 
those of the fair sex continue to fare well, with 
Caesars Ghost annexing the Saratoga Handicap 
for Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane, Red Wagon taking 
the United States Hotel for Mrs. C. M. Amory 
and Slapdash accounting for the Schuylerville 
for the Wheatley Stable of Mrs. H. C. Phipps 
and her brother Ogden Mills. Women are play- 
ing a very important part in big-time racing 
nowadays. 
* 
F *Sickle hasn’t sired several more-than-useful 
youngsters in his first crop to reach the races 
here, then horsemen and railbirds at the Spa are 
mistaken. George D. Widener’s Kawagoe, Glen 
Riddle’s Willow King, C. V. Whitney’s Jabot and 
J. E. Widener’s Persickle and Sickle Pear are 
among the more promising 2-year-olds by that 
English sprinter, imported by J. E. Widener at 
a reported purchase price of $100,000. Kawagoe 
is considered a stakes colt by Trainer Joyner 
and can hold his own with Chicstraw in their 
trials, according to the clockers. Most of the 
Sickles, like their sire and paternal grandam, 
are on the small side, but he gets some quick 
ones. And might sire horses capable of getting 
the bigger distances, for wasn’t *Sir Gallahad 
III a sprinter abroad? Gallant Fox could stay. 
* * 
ATERWAUL, at this time last season rated a 
strong contender for juvenile honors, and a 
potential crack 3-year-old, has slipped far since 
those days. He is a member of the plater class 
now. Caterwaul looked good trouncing older 
horses in the Carter, his seasonal bow, but it was 
form he couldn’t hold. He’s a thin sort, though 
a reputed big doer, and Trainer T. J. Healey still 
has to tie the saddle on him. They don’t get 
much chance to wax fat in Healey’s care, and a 
colt of Caterwaul’s sort should never be per- 
mitted to get very gross anyway. Clyde Van 
Dusen, a gelding that won $53,950 in annexing 
the 1930 Kentucky Derby, is another whose 
underpinning has caused him to _ retrograde 
much. He made his first start in three years in 
the eighth race at Hawthorne Thursday last, 
running for $1,200, and was unable to get close. 


HAT no standout exists in the 3-year-old class 

was long ago discernible, and the youngsters 
continue beating one another with consistency. 
Not only do Mata Hari and Far Star appear to 
measure up to the best of the sterner sex their 
age, but Wise Daughter and Slapdash, a couple 
of Hialeah developments, are also still showing 
up well. Elylee, Flash winner, and the gelded 
Red Wagon at present look as apt as any of the 
males. Wise Daughter ended the myth that was 
Black Buddy in the Saratoga Sales Stakes. And 
Bonanza, which had beaten her back at Havre in 
the spring, also took her dust in that offering, 
though excuses were made for him due to his 
being high in flesh. Those Wise Counsellors are 
short on heart and stamina, many of them, but 
they have plenty of lick. It takes speed to win 
at Hialeah and that’s about all required of juve- 
niles anywhere before late fall of this season, 
with so many in the same class. 


ARREN WRIGHT, who formed the nucleus 
to a Thoroughbred nursery at Calumet 
with the acquisition of a number of mares at a 
sale of Whitney breeding stock a couple of sea- 
sons back, added The Beasel, which first changed 
hands in utero and has been bringing high fig- 
ures in the auction ring ever since, to that group 
for $8,000, top figure at the opening of the Sara- 
toga vendue. Wright’s enlistment in the ranks 
of owners and breeders was an important one 
and he continues a willing bidder on anything in 
the bloodstock line to meet his approval, also 
taking subscriptions to the best sires. It is not 
difficult to say he will race some good ones. In 
Hadagal and Some Pomp he has shown two of 
the big category of first flight juveniles this 
season. 
* 
YTHMIC, a creditable second to Slapdash in 
the Schuylerville last week, is not a bad filly 
herself. The Greentree miss had won both her 
previous two starts in fair company. The daugh- 
ter of *Royal Minstrel and the former crack filly 
Rinkey was charging courageously at the end, 
with Blue for Boys among those in her wake. 
*Royal Minstrel, another fast sprinter abroad 
several years back, is making good with his first 
crop in a manner almost as brilliant as did Pom- 
pey. Old Rosebud’s heard *Royal Minstrel fault- 
ed for his action, etc., but he’s getting runners. 
* * ok 


HE main string of the C. V. Whitney estab- 

lishment houses in Equipoise a performer 
which the writer credits with being the best pro- 
duced in this country in twenty-odd years, but with 
the relatively small opportunities for that horse 
it hardly recompenses in a financial way for the 
disappointments among the less seasoned mem- 
bers of the stable, notably Trumpery, Stepsister 
and Caterwaul. Equipoise certainly missed add- 
ing another to his long list of exceptional 
achievements when he was withdrawn from the 
Saratoga Handicap, in which he was to shoulder 
142 pounds, perhaps an unprecedented package 
at a mile and a quarter in America. It was a 
disappointment and a shame for him to have to 
miss it, as the race was run in 2:07 and some 
change. Caesars Ghost, the ultimate winner, in 
receipt of 40 pounds, would not have started had 
Equipoise accepted. The bruise that caused his 
withdrawal has not necessitated his passing up 
works for the $25,000 added Hawthorne Gold 
Cup, apparently, and he looks a cinch in that 
weight-for-age event and the Spa Cup. It is 
hoped, however, that Owner Whitney takes ad- 
vantage of the opportunity to set a weight- 
packing record with Equipoise, under at least 
142 at the middle distances, just to forestall any 
possible doubts that may arise in the dim future. 


PILATE WALKS OVER. 

Walk-overs, virtually unknown in other states 
where racing is carried on, crop up occasionally 
in New York. For the third race at Saratoga 
Monday, August 14, there were five entries when 
the track was fast. But when the course became 
muddy there were four scratches, leaving only 
Andy Schuttinger’s Pilate. Raymond Workman 
galloped the Friar Rock horse around the track, 
eased him up to canter across the finish line, 
and listened to a few catcalls as he reined in. 
It was the first New York walk-over since June 
9, 1931, when Sun Meadow took down a purse 
at Belmont Park without opposition, the first 
Saratoga walk-over since September 2, 1927, 
when Maelstrom went to the post alone.

He promises 
an answer in the autumn. 


From Joseph Cattarinich: 

I noted in a recent issue of THE BLoop-Horse— where 
you mentioned Fairmount and said we had a reduc- 
tion of the taxes from $1,500 to $1,000. This is in 
slight error, and, knowing that you always wish to 
be correct, want to say this tax was reduced from 
$2,500 to $1,000 in the recent Illinois Legislature. This 
is quite a saving, and we start Fairmount this season 
for the first time really looking forward to a success- 
ful meeting.

We, of course, should have been more careful 
to properly note the correct reduction, for we 
knew it was from $2,500 to $1,000. We thank 
Mr. Cattarinich for calling our attention to it, 
and we hope, too, that the meeting at Fairmount 
Park will be successful; that it will be so to the 
extent of a justifiable increase in purses, com- 
mensurate with the decrease in the daily license 
tax. 


From James F. Hayward: 

We are forwarding two copies of the rules of racing 
used here (in Maryland) to Mr. Scofield at Austin, 
Texas, as requested in your letter, received today. 

The racing venture in Texas is interesting, but the 
popularity of the sport based solely on the cry for 
revenue on the part of the several states does not sug- 
gest the best possible condition, especially as the 
mutuel take is increased to meet the demand, thereby 
discouraging the player who gets his enjoyment out 
of a little wager. However, if given time, they will, I 
think, discover that more can be made by taking less.”

Mr. Hayward, a former newspaper man, secre- 
tary of the Maryland State Racing Commission 
since the creation of that best functioning of all 
such organizations for the government of the 
Turf, speaks out of the book of experience, and 
in full accord with the views of THE BLOOop- 
HORSE. Readers know how we have tried to dis- 
courage the practice of high take from the pool- 
ing. Racing must eventually suffer in states 
where 10 per cent and more is permitted to be 
taken from the pools, however it may be dis- 
tributed, and particularly if more goes elsewhere 
than to stakes and purses.

Thanks for Judge Mickelwait’s compliment on 
the editorial. We agree with him as to necessity 
for house cleaning and divorcement of alliance 
with poolroom services. We concur, also, in the 
idea of a small pari-mutuel take, but we do not 
agree with the thought that it should be paid 
direct to the state. Our view long has been 
that the limit of pari-mutuel take in all states 
should be 5 per cent, paying to the penny; that 
1 per cent of the gross receipts should be paid to 
the state; 2 per cent to a stakes and purse fund, 
out of which could be taken stable and stable 
yard maintenance, and 2 per cent to a general 
fund out of which would be paid salaries, taxes, 
insurance, all other expense, and dividends to 
stockholders.

SARATOGA. 

HE Saratoga season is now at the half-way 

point. The meeting has not been as suc- 
cessful as those of other New York associations 
this season, but Saratoga racing is less commer- 
cial in most aspects than that of any other track 
in America. Financial reverses are taken as a 
matter of course during “off” years. This year’s 
loss, however, should not be large, as expenses 
have been pruned carefully. The largest crowd 
of the meeting to date was that of last Satur- 
day, when the Saratoga Special and two other 
stakes were run. Estimates ran between 10,000 
and 12,000 persons. Crowds have been about as 
large as last year, but gate receipts are lower. 
An increase of about 25 per cent in attendance 
would result in a profitable meeting. 

The main developments of the racing at the 
Spa are yet to come, apparently. Wise Daughter, 
2-year-old daughter of Wise Counsellor carrying 
the colors of Fred A. Burton, of Chicago, who 
owns her sire, was the star of last week’s com- 
petition, winning both the Saratoga Sales Stakes 
and the richer Saratoga Special. Principal de- 
velopment among the 3-year-olds was in the 
Saranac Handicap, in which the Dwyer winner, 
War Glory, carried top weight and beat one of 
the best fields got together among his age divi- 
sion this season. 

The Alabama, to be run Wednesday of this 
week, and the Travers, set for Saturday, may 
furnish important developments in the 3-year-old 
situation. The Grand Union Hotel (August 26) 
and Hopeful (September 2) are the important 2- 
year-old events left to be run. 


SPEED BOAT WINS AT 50-1. 

This year’s running of the Test Stakes ($2,500 
guar-nteed, 3-year-old fillies, seven furlongs), 
at Saratoga August 7, was reminiscent of last 
year’s running of the Adirondack Handicap. In 
the Adirondack, Glen Riddle Farm Stable’s Speed 
Boat, a longshot, was the winner, with E. R. 
Bradley’s star filly, Barn Swallow, in second 
place and W. R. Coe’s Enactment third. The 
same three fillies were among the eight starters 
in the ninth running of the Test. Enactment 
(106) was coupled in the running with Mr. Coe’s 
Black Queen (106) and the entry was favorite 
at a closing price of 13 to 10. Enactment had 
not been out of the money since late last sum- 
mer and Black Queen (by Pompey out of the 
noted mare Black Maria), which was not raced 
at two, had trounced Boilermaker by four 
lengths at six furlongs in the second of her two 
starts this year, at Arlington Park June 27. 
Speed Boat (106) had not won a race in eight 
starts since her Adirondack victory, and closed 
at 50 to 1 in the betting. But Johnny Gilbert 
drove her to the front immediately after the 
start and kept her there all the way. He let the 
Man o’ War filly take it easy in front while Barn 
Swallow (121) followed close behind, but went 
to a drive on the turn as the Bradley filly chal- 
lenged. Through the stretch the brown filly 
gained on the chestnut inch by inch. At the 
quarter-pole Speed Boat’s margin was a length; 
at the eight pole, a neck; at the finish, a head. 
Third, three lengths back, was Mrs. P. A. B. 
Widener’s White Lies (10814), which had just 
caught Black Queen to beat her a head. The Coe 
filly had some excuse, in that she left the post 
in a tangle and lost ground, but she was tiring 
at the end, possibly short. The others, strung 


out, were Notebook (121), Edelweiss (126), 
Welcome Gift (106), Enactment. Time, :23 1-5, 
:46 4-5, 1:12, 1:24 1-5, track fast. Stakes divi- 
sion, $1,820, $400, $200.

CATTAIL’S MOHAWK CLAIMING STAKES. 

William Ziegler, Jr.’s Cattail, fresh from his 
victory in a six-furlong race on Monday, August 
7, lasted to stay a mile and win by a neck from 
E. R. Bradley’s Fingal (105) in the thirty-first 
running of the Mohawk Claiming Stakes ($2,500 
guaranteed, 3-year-olds, one mile) at Saratoga, 
August 9. Jockey H. Mills had Cattail (108) 
away to a good start. Close behind was Charac- 
ter (105), which took the lead at the quarter 
only to lose it in the stretch when he tired badly 
and finished absolutely last. M. L. Schwartz's 
Clarify (105) made a game challenge in the 
stretch, but tired and hung on to finish third, 
four lengths behind Fingal and a length better 
than Eva B. (103). The only other starter was 
How High (111). The winner was entered to be 
claimed for $5,000. Time, :23 3-5, :47 3-5, 
1:18 2-5, 1:39, track fast. Stakes division, 
$1,845, $400, $200.

Cattail was bought by Mr. Ziegler as a year- 
ling for $2,500. Thursday night, August 10, Cat- 
tail’s brother was sold at the yearling auctions 
to H. Giddings for $3,600. Cattail won the Aber- 
deen Stakes, was second in the Bowie Kindergar- 
ten and Pimlico Nursery Stakes at two. This 
is his first stakes victory this season but his 
sixth win from 17 starts. He has been four 
times second and three times third. His total 
earnings for the two seasons are $21,880.

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SLAPDASH TAKES SCHUYLERVILLE. 

The Wheatley Stable’s Slapdash (122) scored 
her third stakes victory of the year by beating 
11 others in the sixteenth running of the Schuy- 
lerville Stakes ($3,000 guaranteed, 2-year-old 
fillies, 544 furlongs) at Saratoga August 10. 
“Hank” Mills kept her under light restraint in 
third place through the early stages and sent her 
to the front in the last furlong to win by a length 
from the Greentree Stable’s Rythmic (115), 
which was just a length ahead of the Glen Riddle 
Farm Stable’s Proud Girl'(112). The latter, a 
daughter of Man o’ War out of Exalted, by High 
Time, had disputed the early lead in a head-and- 
head battle with Mrs. John Hay Whitney’s Blue 
for Boys (122), by John P. Grier. Blue for Boys 
and Proud Girl were only inches apart through 
most of the first five furlongs, but before they 
passed the eighth pole the Glen Riddle filly had 
taken the lead from Blue for Boys. As she did 
so, however, Mills sent Slapdash to the front, fol- 
lowed by Rhythmic, a daughter of *Royal Min- 
strel out of the good mare Rinkey. Blue for 
Boys stopped very badly and finished four lengths 
behind Proud Girl. The others were American 
Air (110), Mayaca (109), Jabot (115), Barkan- 
tine (112), Some Pomp (115), Polly Egret (115), 
Contessa (112), Trillium (112). The latter went 
into the air at the start and had little chance. 
The winner, coupled in the betting with Mayaca, 
closed favorite at 16 to 5. Time :23, :46 3-5, 1:06, 
track fast. Stakes division $2,900, $500, $250.

Slapdash has now won six of her eight starts 
this year including the Nursery Stakes at Hia- 
leah and Great American Stakes at Aqueduct. 
Her total earnings are $10,610. 


WAR GLORY’S GOOD RACE. 

The bettors in the crowd at Saratoga August 
11 evidently thought Handicapper W. S. Vos- 
burgh had no business putting 125 pounds on 
Glen Riddle Farm Stable’s War Glory for the 
thirty-first running of the Saranac Handicap 
($5,000 guaranteed, 3-year-olds, one mile). Be- 
low the Man o’ War colt were weighted such 
good horses as Mr. Khayyam (123), The Darb 
(122), Good Advice (122), Kerry Patch (120), 
Sarada (120), Okapi (119). War Glory, under 
top weight, was considered to be one of the ex- 
treme outsiders in the 12-horse field; he opened 
at 12 to 1 on the lawn and drifted to 15 to 1. 
Nevertheless, with Johnny Gilbert in the saddle, 
he got away well, opened up a lead of five 
lengths in the first three-quarters, and lasted, 
under strong riding, to win by a neck over Lee 
Rosenberg’s Kerry Patch, which was making up 
ground rapidly at the end. But for the fact that 
he was among the very unlucky ones in a bad 
start, the Brookmeade Stable’s Okapi might have 
been the winner. Practically left at the post, 
he moved forward in the field steadily for seven 
furlongs, then hung slightly at the end, but held 
on well enough to finish third, a length and a 
half behind Kerry Patch. Behind Okapi the 
order of finish was Sarada, Good Advice, Mr. 


Khayyam, Dark Winter (115), De Valera (111), 
Puchero (108), Sun Archer (110), The Darb, 
Pomponius (112). The failure of the Catawba 
entry of Good Advice and Mr. Khayyam was 
particularly surprising. Mr. Khayyam had no 
excuse, but simply tired in the stretch. Good 
Advice, however, pulled up lame after a fast 
finish. Examination revealed he had spread a 
foot. Time, :24, :47 3-5, 1:12 3-5, 1:38 3-5, 
track fast. Stakes division $3,900, $700, $300.

War Glory won the Walden Stakes at two. His 
victory in the Saranac Handicap was his second 
winning race of this year, his other being the 
Dwyer Stakes. He has been once second and 
twice third, including third in the Classic. His 
earnings are $18,370. 


WISE DAUGHTER WINS SALES STAKES. 


Eligible for the Saratoga Sales Stakes ($2,500 
guaranteed, 2-year-olds, 542 furlongs) are horses 
“which were sold at public auction at Saratoga 
Springs during the month of August, 1932.” 
This year’s renewal brought eight starters to the 
post August 8. The winner was F. A. Burton's 
Wise Daughter, which led virtually all the way 
and scored an easy victory, by three lengths, 
over the odds-on favorite, the Greentree Stable’s 
Black Buddy. Wise Daughter, which was held 
at the liberal odds of 4 to 1 by reason of her fail- 
ure in her last previous start, at Arlington Park, 
was sold for $800 by the Howard Black estate 
in C. J. Fitz Gerald’s daylight sale. She was 
among the lowest-priced of the eight starters. 
Black Buddy was a $4,000 yearling. The Brook- 
meade Stable’s Cavalcade, a $1,200 yearling 
which, like Black Buddy, had already won back 
his purchase price with big interest, was third, 
a length behind the Greentree racer. The order 
of finish for the others, with the yearling price 
of each appended, was as follows: Stand Pat 
($500), Bonanza ($1,300), Wargrave ($900), 
Time Clock ($700), Maine Chance ($10,000). It 
was Bonanza’s first start since his victory in the 
Aberdeen Stakes in April, and his first defeat in 
three starts. It was the second try for the ex- 
pensive Maine Chance, owned by Mrs. T. J. 
Lewis. He ran as if quite green. Colts carried 
122 pounds, fillies (Wise Daughter, Wargrave) 
119. Time, :23 1-5, :46 4-5, 1:06, track fast. 
Stakes division, $1,825, $400, $200. 


WISE DAUGHTER ADDS THE SPECIAL. 


Two days after her victory in the Saratoga 
Sales Stakes, Wise Daughter was placed among 
the overnight entries for the Schuylerville 
Stakes. When she was declared out and the 
race was won by Slapdash, one commentator in 
the press observed that it probably was just as 
well for Wise Daughter’s reputation that she had 
not started. But the daughter of Wise Counsel- 
lor was shooting for bigger game. She waited 
two days more and went to the post for the 
thirty-first running of the Saratoga Special 
Sweepstakes (owners’ sweepstakes, trophy add- 
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ed, 2-year-olds, six furlongs). Although Miami 
stars are usually supposed to have faded by the 
time this unique fixture is decided, the Burton 
filly was made favorite at odds of 11 to 5 at 
closing time. Under the weight-for-age condi- 
tions, she carried 119 pounds; the others, all colts, 
carried 122 each. After a delay of more than 
eight minutes at the post, caused mostly by the 
antics of Mrs. J. H. Whitney’s Singing Wood, the 
field got away to a good start. Thereafter the 
race was a typical Wise Daughter affair. Rid- 
den by Johnny Gilbert, she rushed to the lead in 
the first few strides, gained an advantage of 
two lengths in the first quarter-mile, drew out 
to three lengths in the next quarter. In the 
stretch Singing Wood made his challenge. He 
drew up on the filly and cut her lead down to a 
length and a half near the eighth pole. A close 
finish now appeared likely, but in the run home 
it was Singing Wood that weakened, and as Wise 
Daughter galloped over the finish line she was 
again three lengths in front. A length farther 
back in third place was Calumet Farm Stable’s 
Hadagal, which had been in close quarters on the 
turn, but which had not gained on the winner in 
the stretch. The others were Kawagoe, Peace 
Chance, Black Buddy, Sir Thomas, Sainted. It 
is the third year in succession the Saratoga Spe- 
cial has been won by a filly, Top Flight having 
taken the race in 1931, Flying Gal in 1932. Time, 
7:23, :46 3-5, 1:12 3-5, track fast. The entire 
stakes, $8,500, goes to the winner.

Wise Daughter, in 15 starts, has won nine 
races, including five stakes (Pimlico Nursery, 
Bowie Kindergarten, Clipsetta, Saratoga Sales, 
Saratoga Special), and has earned $21,540. 


DARK SECRET SURPRISES. 

Seven 4-year-olds and the 3-year-old Golden 
Way (111) went to the post for the thirty-first 
running of the Merchants’ and Citizens’ Handi- 
cap ($2,000 added, 3-year-olds and up, 1 3-16 
miles) at Saratoga August 12. The Joseph E. 
Widener 3-year-old, runner-up to The Darb in 
the Withers Stakes and to Inlander in the Classic, 
was made favorite in the wagering at odds of 
7 to 2, with Snap Back (107) a close second 
choice. Golden Way ran a good race and beat 
the 4-year-olds, all but one, the Wheatley Stable’s 
Dark Secret (120), a good horse and a well tested 
stakes winner, but an 8-to-1 longshot here be- 
cause of the fact that in his last two previous 
starts he had finished out of the money and badly 
beaten. H. Mills, who rode him in the Merchants’ 
and Citizens’, kept him in second place behind 
the pace of the high-striding Osculator (106) for 
nearly half a mile, and was content to hold second 
place when E. Steffen drove Mrs. John D. 
Hertz's Watch Him (110) past both of them into 
the lead, causing Osculator to quit. Watch Him 
was good for no more than a mile, and after 
passing the eighth pole he was easy prey for 
Dark Secret and Golden Way, both of which went 
by him. Golden Way appeared on the verge of 
making a strong challenge in the stretch, but 


when Mack Garner began to put on extreme pres- 
sure the son of John P. Grier began “looking for 
a hole in the fence.’’ He gained nothing on Dark 
Secret in the last quarter-mile and at the finish 
was second, beaten two lengths and a half. He 
was a length ahead of the tiring Watch Him. The 
others were Canron (108), Gusto (116), Oscu- 
lator, Larranaga (123), Snap Back (107). The 
latter had worn himself down in a 10-minute post 
delay, most of which was the result of his own 
intractability. Time, :24, :48 4-5, 1:13 2-5, 
1:38 3-5, 1:57 2-5, trdck fast. Stakes division, 
$2,950, $500, $250.

As nearly as any Thoroughbred breeder in 
America, Mrs. Payne Whitney, owner of the 
Greentree Stable, appears to be developing a 
steeplechasing strain of horses. Cherry Brandy, 
grandson of old Cherry Malotte, her favorite 
mare, raced to victory in the twenty-eighth run- 
ning of the North American Steeplechase Handi- 
cap ($1,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, about two 
miles, 17 jumps) at Saratoga August 12. Cherry 
Brandy, carrying 140 pounds and ridden by W. 
Smoot, was a slight favorite, at 3 to 1, over 
the other eight starters. Jumping well, he fol- 
lowed the pacemakers until near the end, then 
took the lead and drew away to win by two 
lengths. Only one bobble did he make, a bad 
landing at the sixteenth jump, but he recovered 
quickly, and kept his lead. Rigan McKinney, 
now riding again after an injury earlier in the 
season, brought home his wife’s Inception (148), 
making his first start of the year, in second 
place, four lengths ahead of Blue Banner (142), 
owned by L. E. Stoddard, Jr. The others were 
*Ivory II (140), Blot (142), Hamptonian (138), 
Crumpler (153), *Actor II (132), *Cree (144). 
Only the last named two failed to finish. Time, 
4:12 1-5, track fast.

WESTROPE. 

AWTHORNE’S meeting is doing well enough, 

in all probability, to suit the management. 
Seventeen thousand were in the crowd which saw 
Indian Runner win the Illinois Owners’ Handicap 
last Saturday, August 12. Other crowds have 
been about up to the season’s standard. Next of 
the stakes attractions of the meeting will be 
the Hawthorne Juvenile Handicap Saturday of 
this week and the Hawthorne Gold Cup, in 
which Equipoise is expected to start, August 24. 
However, the leading attraction at Hawthorne 
probably is Jockey John Westrope. That young- 
ster went into last week with a total of 160 win- 
ners to his credit this year and a lead of 37 
winners over his nearest rival, Lee Humphries, 
another Western lad. Tuesday, August 8, he 
started a winning streak which extended, with 
two or three victories daily, until Monday of this 
week, when he scored on five of his mounts. Dur- 
ing the six racing days he rode 18 winners and 
increased his wins for the year to 178. Westrope 
is regarded by horesmen who have seen him 
perform as the best light-weight rider of recent 
years, a lad with a head as well as hands and 
seat.

INDIAN RUNNER’S ILLINOIS HANDICAP. 
For the fourth running of the Illinois Handicap 
($7,500 added, 3-year-olds and up, owned by bona 
fide residents of Illinois, 1 1-16 miles), run Sat- 
urday, August 12, at Hawthorne, the handicapper, 
Joseph McLennan, assigned D. A. Wood’s Indian 
Runner top weight of 126 pounds, made him con- 
cede six pounds to Abraham Bartelstein’s Poly- 
dorus and 20 pounds or more to each of the other 
seven which got to the post. (Non-starters in- 
cluded Watch Him 114, Dyak 110, No More 110, 
*Sherab 110, Charley O. 108). The crowd be- 
lieved Indian Runner could turn the trick, and 
consequently made him favorite at slightly, better 
than 2 to 1. He justified the confidence placed 
in him, but not before his supporters had turned 
pale as he came to the finish just a nose in ad- 
vance of the Shandon Farm Stable’s At Top (95), 
a 3-year-old filly which he was conceding 31 
pounds in actual weight. The Shandon entry of 
At Top and Evergold (106) gave him the one-two 
punch. Evergold stepped out to a three-length 
lead in the first quarter. A. Tipton kept Indian 
Runner in hand for five furlongs, then sent him 


past Evergold on the second turn. He drew away 
to a lead of two lengths, but in the last furlong 
had to face a strong challenge from the lightly 
weighted At Top, which had come from last 
place and was now being driven for all she was 
worth. She gained at every jump, but the finish 
was reached just in time to save the favorite 
from defeat.

At Berwyn, Ill., August 10, Mrs. George Coch- 
ran died as the result of a slowly encroaching 
ailment which had steadily sapped her vitality 
for the past two years, though she had been able 
to travel from one racing point to another with 
her faithful husband, to whom she was so de- 
voted. The sympathies of a wide circle of friends 
will go out to George Cochran in this great loss, 
for she was a comforter to him in numerous days 
of adversity since he long ago put aside his rid- 
ing tack to join the ranks of the trainers. 


DOPE AND FOAL. 

The Morning Telegraph (New York) in its 
issue of August 8 carried the following story: 

CHICAGO, Aug. 7.—It is learned on reliable author- 
ity that Timorous is in foal. This is one of the horses 
over which the doping commotion arose at Arlington 
Park a week ago. The fact that the mare is in foal 
would seem to indicate that the allegations of the 
Government are wrong, in so far as they pertain to her, 
since the administration of narcotic stimulants to a 
mare in foal inevitably would cause her to slip the foal. 

The reporter who furnished that story was 
grievously misinformed. Narcotic stimulants do 
not cause mares to slip foals. 


37-YEAR-OLD TICKET CASHED. 

At Coney Island July 28, 1926, James Jackson, 
Cincinnati automobile dealer, bought a $2 straight 
ticket on Washakie, running in the fifth race, 
and rushed back to the city before the race was 
run. Washakie won, but that night Mr. Jackson 
had to leave for Detroit on business. When he 
returned to Cincinnati the following Sunday he 
found that Coney Island had been closed by a 
court order the previous day. He tucked the mu- 
tuel ticket into a card case, kept it for a souvenir. 
On August 10, 1933, he took the souvenir to 
Coney Island, cashed it for $16. 
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CALIFORNIA 


RACING COMMISSION. 

HE date for the next meeting of the Cali- 

fornia Horse Racing Board has not been fixed 
but a dispatch from Sacramento last week stated 
that it likely will be held some time in Septem- 
ber. Headquarters for the board have been 
opened in Room 205, State Building, Sacramento, 
Miss Amy Dawson in charge. The branch office 
in San Francisco is in the Matson Building and 
the branch office in Los Angeles is in Room 
705, Van Nuys Building. W. C. Buchanan, of 
Los Angeles, has been named temporary secre- 
tary and is in charge of the Los Angeles branch. 
A representative at San Francisco has not been 
chosen. It is expected that the secretary will 
be named at the next meeting of the board. J. K. 
Macomber and Walter Naughton, both widely 
known in Southern California, are considered to 
be the leading applicants for this position. Mr. 
Macomber has been appointed to represent the 
board at the State Fair at Sacramento and at 
all county fairs having racing this season. 


PLEASED WITH THE BOARD. 

Information coming to THE BLOOD-HORSE from 
San Francisco, Los Angeles and San Diego is to 
the effect that Californians generally appear to 
be well pleased with their Horse Racing Board 
(we've been incorrectly calling it State Racing 
Commission) appointed by Gov. James Rolph, 
Jr., and confirmed by the Senate on July 26, the 
last day of the Legislature’s session at Sacra- 
mento. The newspapers are saying good things 
about William P. Roth, of Woodside, San Mateo 
County; John A. MacNaughton and Major Carle- 
ton F. Burke, both of Los Angeles. “Racing will 
be in good hands with these three at the con- 
trols,” says R. A. Cronin, Los Angeles writer, 
“from what one may gather from race horsemen 
in particular and the public in general. All are 
gentlemen of large interests in the common- 
wealth; each is a lover of the Thoroughbred, 
whether he be race, polo or show horse. Governor 
Rolph was brought up sharply bv the electorate 
when he vetoed the legislative racing bill, but 
he has made no second mistake in the further- 
ance of the sport of kings. He has given racing 
in this state a triumvirate which has background, 
stability and common sense, so I verily believe.” 


CALIFORNIA NOTES. 

Installation of a totalisator at Tanforan was 
begun August 10. It is to be modeled after the 
plant at Arlington Park. 

Norman W. Church is reported to have given 
an order for the construction of a training track 
on the ranch he recently purchased in the Santa 
Clara Valley, seven miles from San Jose. 

William P. Kyne will have charge of the pari- 
mutuels at Stockton Fair and also at the Pomona 
Fair and the California State Fair at Sacramento. 

Dr. Charles A. Strub, president of the San 
Francisco Baseball Club, and associates, includ- 
ing Felix McGinnis, vice-president of the South- 
ern Pacific, Roger Laphan, of the American and 
Hawaiian Steamship Co., Cliff Weatherwax and 
Harry Young, are the latest to announce inten- 
tions to build a race track at San Francisco. 

To avoid starting six furlong races on a turn, 
a chute is being built at Tanforan. 

It may be that the Horse Racing Board will 
restrict the issuance of badges to such an extent 
that the gate wili be a material help in keeping 
racing associations on an even keel financially or 
somewhat ahead. 


WASHINGTON 


LONGACRES. 


ACK P. ATKIN, in charge of the Washington 

Jockey Club, announced last week he had ob- 
tained from the State Racing Commission per- 
mission to hold racing programs on Sunday at 
the new Longacres course, beginning August 13, 
and that Monday racing will be discontinued for 
the remainder of the,40-day meeting. Thus Wash- 
ington is the only state in the Union which has 
given sanction to running horse racing on the 
Sabbath. Seven races are run daily except on 
Saturdays and Sundays, when there are eight 
events. The “big race’’ of the meeting is booked 
for Saturday of this week, August 19, when 
*Winooka clashes with Onrush, of the Atkin 
stable. Quickaway, which was a sprinting star 
at last winter’s Agua Caliente session, has also 
arrived at the Longacres course and may be 
drawn into the lists against the Australian. 
*Winooka will find no championship material 
against him at Longacres. Most of the races are 
sprints of six furlongs or less, with an occasional 
“distance race’ of a mile or slightly more. A 
fast six-furlong race is run in 1:15, a good mile 
in 1:41. 


*“WINOOKA. 


News about the Australian sprinter, *Winooka, 
must be taken with a grain of salt. He was to 
have been shipped to Hawthorne, leaving Tan- 
foran Sunday, August 6, according to a story 
noted in THE BLOOD-HORSE last week. On August 
5 his owners, W. A. MacDonald and L. A. Mat- 
thews, stated that he would leave for Chicago 
Monday, instead of Sunday, and that an express 
car had been engaged for him and his compan- 
ion, *Trevallion. 

“Seattle,” they told newspaper men, “is defi- 
nitely out.” 

On Monday night *Winooka and his associates 
left Tanforan, bound for the Longacres track 
at Seattle, Wash., where he is to meet Onrush in 
a match race Saturday, August 19, according to 
Manager Rufe Naylor’s announcement. The race 
is to be at six furlongs, 120 pounds on the Aus- 
tralian racer to 105 on Onrush, which is a fair 
3-year-old bay gelding by Sweep On out of My 
Lady, by Tea Caddy, owned by Pasadena Stable 
of Jack P. Atkin, promoter of the Longacres 
meeting. 


KENTUCKY 


DADE PARK. 


HE 25-day meeting at James C. Ellis’ Dade 

Park got under way Saturday, August 12, 
with a fair supply of horses on hand, with mod- 
erate fields contesting for $600 purses, and with 
a good crowd in evidence. Opening feature was 
the six-furlong Inaugural Handicap, purse $1,000, 
in which Mr. Ellis’ Leros, top-weight and favorite, 
was beaten by two lengths by Jack Howard's 
Miss Tulsa, with Desert Call third and Captain 
Red fourth and last. Miss Tulsa’s win was the 
second of the day for Owner Jack Howard, Train- 
er W. T. Freeman and Jockey Eddie Legere. No 
stakes are programmed at Dade Park, whose 
management is intent on running a profitable as 
well as a popular meeting. As the only course 
which has a meeting during the course of the 
year in the vicinity of Evansville and various 
West Kentucky towns, Dade Park usually has a 
successful month of racing. 
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SARATOGA SALES 


HE market for bloodstock at Saratoga this 

year is spotty. The breeding stock offered 
on the first evening in the Fasig-Tipton Com- 
pany’s arena for the account of Victor Emanuel 
and Herbert Pulitzer sold well. Included in that 
vendue were seven yearlings and they averaged 
$1,200. This had the effect of setting high the 
hopes of breeders who were to offer yearlings 
exclusively. The second evening, however, 35 
yearlings averaged only $353.57 and, as might 
be expected, instilled something of the blues in 
the mien and manner of those consignors who 
were still filling anxious seats. The third eve- 
ning the 1verage obtained was $1,103.33 and this 
had the effect of producing better feeling gen- 
erally, so on the fourth evening, when the 
youngsters consigned principally by Arthur B. 
Hancock averaged $1,833.72, the first week 
closed with an expression of hope that the ex- 
pected 20 per cent increase over the general 
average of 1932 might be found at the conclu- 
sion of the Saratoga sales season. This seemed 
justified, as the figures for the first four nights 
show 130 yearlings sold for a total of $149,275, 
making the average of a fraction better than 
$1,146. The general average last year was $911. 
So the first four nights showed a fraction better 
than 20. per cent over the entire season of 1932. 
On the fifth night, however, which was Monday 
of this week the market was practically the 
same as on the Wednesday night of last week, 
35 head selling for $12,175, an average of only 
$347.86, the lowest for the season up to that 
time, and it is to be hoped the lowest for the 
entire season. Thus we find that the totals for 
the first five nights are 165 yearlings sold for 
$161,458, an average of $978.48. For purposes 
of comparison THE BLOOD-HORSE appends the 
totals and averages for the sales on the first five 
evenings in 1931, 1932 and 1933, as follows:

TUESDAY, AUGUST 8 

HE Fasig-Tipton Company’s annual sales at 

Saratoga began on the night of Tuesday, Au- 
gust 8, with a sale of broodmares and yearlings, 
contrary to the custom of disposing of yearlings 
before breeding stock is offered. Twenty-three 
head were sold for $45,800, average $1,991.30. 
Victor Emanuel, who is selling off most of his 
Thoroughbreds on both sides of the Atlantic, 
consigned 18 lots, comprising six yearlings and 
12 broodmares, of which eight had foals at side. 
Mr. Emanuel’s six yearlings brought $6,900, av- 
erage $1,150; his 12 mares sold for $31,500, aver- 
age $2,625. Herbert Pulitzer, dispersing his 
Thoroughbred holdings, offered three mares 
(one with a suckling), a stallion and a yearling, 
five head in all, which went for a total of $7,400, 


average $1,450. Recapitulating the entire sale, 
the 15 mares, nine with sucklings, went for 
$36,500, average $2,433.33. Seven yearlings real- 
ized $8,400, average $1,200. Five of the yearlings 
were colts, and these brought $7,200, average 
$1,240. The two fillies sold for $1,200, average 
$600. 

Highest price of the first evening was $8,000, 
paid by Warren Wright’s Calumet Farm for The 
Beasel, 6-year-old broodmare in the Victor 
Emanuel consignment. The Beasel, was a winner 


. of 26 races and $52,825 and was bred this year 


for the first time to Victorian. Contending bid- 
der for this fine mare was Robert A. Smith, rep- 
resenting Mrs. Isabel Dodge Sloane’s Brookmeade 
Stable. The second highest price of the evening, 
$7,000, was paid by the Brookmeade Stable for 
another of the Emanuel mares, the 8-year-old 
Multiflora, with a bay colt by Blue Larkspur 
and bred this year to Birthright, an English son 
of Swynford. Multiflora is dam of Helianthus, 
etc. Top price among the yearlings was $2,000, 
paid by Calumet Farm for *Shot Gun, a bay 
colt by *Teddy—-Why Marry, by Bachelor’s Dou- 
ble. The bulk of the total realized for the Pulitzer 
consignment was the $4,200 paid for *Queen 
Herod, a 5-year-old mare by Tetratema (grand- 
son of Roi Herode) out of Reine de Neige, by Roi 
Herode. *Queen Herod was barren this year, 
and was bred to On Watch. *Cohort was knocked 
down to H. N. Davis, at whose Kentucky farm 
he has been standing.

HE first night of the yearlings sales proper 

was Wednesday, August 9, when 35 head, of- 
fered by four consignors, sold for $12,375, aver- 
age $353.57. The total for the 35 head was $200 
less than the amount paid for 25 head on the 
first night of the 1932 sales. The average price, 
as compared with the $503 average for the first 
night of last year’s auction, showed a reduction 
of 30 per cent. As compared with the $815.55 
average for 45 head sold the first night in 1931, 
the decline was 57 per cent. 


The principal consignor was the partnership 
of Swingalong Stud and Tollie Young, which dis- 
posed of 18 yearlings for $10,050, average 
$558.33. In 1932 the same partnership, whose 
breeding headquarters is Mr. Young’s Creekview 
Farm, Paris, Ky., sold 15 head for an average 
of $628.33 in 1931, 15 head, average $716.67; in 
1930, 14 head, average $1,674.64. Nothing in 
the Swingalong consignment brought more than 
$1,800, the bid made by Major Louie A. Beard 
for a bay colt by Saxon out of *Lady Scattercash 
II, by Santoi. 

Leslie E. Keiffer, who has announced his in- 
tention to withdraw from racing, except as a 
breeder, sent 13 head in to the ring, mostly sons 
and daughters of Claptrap.

sales were much more encouraging than on 
the first night. Forty-five sold for $49,650, an 
average of $1,103.33. The best price of the eve- 
ning was $7,000, which Harry Giddings, a Cana- 
dian horseman, paid for the Hon. Leslie Combs’ 
strong colt by Mad Hatter out of Mate’s dam, 
Killashandra. Mr. Giddings also paid the third 
highest price, $3,600, for Dr. J. C. Carrick’s 
Sweep—Kitty Puss colt, which is a brother to 
Cattail. The second best price was $4,000, paid 
by the Sagamore Stable for an Apprehension— 
*Family Frost colt consigned by B. B. Jones and 
Hal Price Headley. Clyde Phillips, trainer for 
the stables of Mr. and Mrs. William Ziegler, Jr., 
also bought two colts in the higher range of 
prices. These were two Supremus colts, one 
consigned by Mr. Headley and the other by Har- 
old Fallon, manager at Mr. Headley’s. Beaumont 
Farm. 

The largest consignments were those of 
Thomas Piatt and Lucas B. Combs, each of 
whom sold 11 head. Mr. Piatt’s offerings brought 
$9,150, an average of $831.82. This was an im- 
provement over his 1932 sale, in which he dis- 
posed of 13 yearlings for an average of $701.92.

RTHUR B. HANCOCK’S splendid consign- 

ment of yearlings from his Claiborne and 
Ellerslie Stud and a small group from Charlton 
Clay’s Marchmont Stud, Paris, Ky., were offered 
on the evening of Friday, August 11, and the re- 
sult seemed to be an indication of an upturn in the 
market. The 43 yearlings went for a total of 
$78,850, average $1,833.72. Mr. Hancock’s 39 
head brought $75,700, averaging $1,941.02. In 
1932 Mr. Hancock sold at Saratoga 41 head for 
$55,975, an average of $1,365.24. Thus the aver- 
age of this year was 42 per cent better than in 
1932. The top price for Claiborne-Ellerslie offer- 
ings last year was $7,000, while this year three 
colts brought larger prices, and one went as high 
as $13,000, which is the top price to date. Mr. 
Clay’s four head sold for $3,150, average $787.50. 
Last year the same breeder sold four head for an 
average of $550. 

In the Hancock consignment were five year- 
lings of the first crop of Gallant Fox, champion 
3-year-old of 1930, and these were the first of 
the get of that young stallion to be offered at 
public auction. One of them, the dark bay colt 
out of *Martha Snow (dam of Nimba), brought 
the $13,000 bid which marked the high point of 
the sales to date. This colt, whose picture was 
published on the front cover of THE BLOOD- 
Horse of August 5, and which was pointed out 
by THE BLOOD-HORSE as the probable top of the 
entire sale, was bought by Warren Wright’s 
Calumet Farm, which also paid the second high- 
est price of the evening, $10,000, for a spirited 
bay colt by *Sir Gallahad III out of Lady Stone. 
The third best price of the evening was $9,500, 
which the veteran horseman A. J. Goldsborough 
bid for the bay colt by Gallant Fox out of Con- 
cession (THE BLOOD-HORSE, August 5, page 98). 

The largest buyer at the Hancock sale was Mr. 
Wright, who not only got the two _ top-priced 
colts, but also paid $4,000 for a colt by Toro out 
of Scally, one of the first crop of that young 
stallion, which died last year. Calumet’s total 
for the three colts was $27,000. 

The five yearlings by Gallant Fox brought $24,- 
100, average $4,820. The three fillies brought 
only $1,600 all together, while the two colts sold 
for $22,500. Gallant Fox’s sire, *Sir Gallahad III, 
was represented by two colts and three fillies, 
and the five head brought $22,000, average $4,400. 
The *Sir Gallahad III fillies did much better than 
the daughters of Gallant Fox, bringing a total of 
$10,200. One of them, out of Minerva, was sold 
to Mrs. T. J. Lewis for $6,100, the highest price 
of the entire sales to date for a ee Summary:

It has been stated, and it was also my opinion, 
Handicapper Vosburgh had never allotted in 
excess of 139 pounds in a handicap over Jockey 
Club tracks—this was the weight Whisk Broom 
II carried to victory in the Suburban of 1913. 
However, a search of the records discloses the 
fact in the Morris Park Handicap at Morris 
Park, October 21, 1899, the distance of the race 
being 21, miles, Easton and Larabie’s bay horse, 
Ben Holladay, then 6 years old, by Hanover out 
of Mollie L., was asked to carry 140 pounds... . 
A 4-year-old called Muskodine, 106 pounds, rid- 
den by O’Leary, closed strongly and beat Ben 
Holladay three parts of a length with Ethelbert 
half a length farther back. ... 

The evergreen Exterminator was undoubtedly 
the best weight carrier seen in this country. He 
is credited with having started in 100 races and 
in about a third of them, 33, to be exact, his 
burden was 130 pounds or more. He carried 135 
pounds no less than nine times—the heaviest 
weight he ever shouldered being 140 pounds.— 
Neil Newman in The Morning Telegraph (New 
York).
